"Four war ships have said to have 


been ordered to Guatemalan waters, 
two German and two English. One 
ot each flag will proceed to Puerto 
Barrios and one of each will be sent 
to San Jose de Guaemala, which is on 
the Pacific side of the republic. 


"The point that niott interests the 


United States is that if this seizure 
of the customs houses should result 
in a long holding of those ports in 
order that the amounts could be col- 
lected, it would be necessary for a 
protectorate to be established 
over 


the republic of Gautemala, while this 
v/as going on. In that case the natur- 
al course of affairs would be to turn 
to either Mexico or the United States 
foi that protectorate. The first prop- 
osition would hardly be probable be- 
cause of the bad feeling existing be- 
tween Guatemala and the republic of 
Jilexcio over the boundary dispute."

The secietary of state 
recently addressed a letter to Mr. 
Heniy Vignaud, of the United States 
embassy, in Paris, asking whether 
the grave of John Paul Jones in Pai is 
is known and marked. 


He lias received a reply fiom Mi. 


Vignaud saying that although he has 
made earnest and frequent inquiries 
of the city authorities in regard to 
the matter, he has been unable to 
discover the 
whereabouts of tho 


grave. 


One thing established by his inqui- 


ries, however, he says, is that John 
Paul Jones was not buiied in the 
cemetery where the remains of Lafay- 
ette lie, as has been supposed by some 
people. 


In another quarter, it is intimated 


that owing to a custom prevailing in 
Paris, the remains of John Paul Jones 
were deposited in a lented grave foi 
fi term of years'and that upon the 
expiration of the lease, a great many 
years ago, the bones of this distin- 
guished 
Ameiicaii 
patriot 
were 


thrown into the potter's field. 


Washington, July 12.—AH 
offer 


from a pi eminent firm of ship brok- 
ers, doing a large foreign business, 
to purchase the Reina Mercedes and 
any and all of the other war craft 
captured during the late war, has 
aroused a suspicion that Spain is 
trying in this indirect manner to ob- 
tain possession of the vessels and 
thus remove the offense to Spanish 
pride caused by the floating of the 
American flag over her ships. The 
offer mentioned no figure, but sim- 
ply lequested that the navy depart- 
ment name its price for the Mercedes 
and the remainder of the captured 
Spanish ships.

inspection and analyses of all milk 
sold in the city and keep records of 
such analyses open to the public. An- 
nual reports of all inspections, etc., 
shall be made, all operations of the 
bacteriologist being subject to the 
board of health. 
The sanitary offi- 


cers are given power to take samples 
of milk from 
wagons, receptacles, 


and to enter and inspect all places 
where milk is sold or kept for sale, 
and where cows producing such milk 
are kept. 
They shall have full po- 


lice powers to arrest offenders against 
the ordinance. 
The ordinance pro- 


vided for the imposition of a license 
fee of 50 cents for each cow; $1 for 
two or three cows; $5 for four or 
more cows, and $3 for each additional 
wagon more than one.

the license fee at $1 for every dairy,

Color of the Shell. 


Where the fancy of the buyers is for 


a brown shelled egg, either the White 
Wyandottes, Langshana or Rhode Island 
Reds should fill the demand very well 
if they do not prove too dark. 
Rome of 


them are a very dark brown, although 
there will always be a difference be- 
tween different strains, though each 
may be thought as pure blooded as the 
other, and alto between different fowl 
in the same lot, though they may bo 
own sisters. The Plymouth Rocks are 
not so dark, but usually average a lit- 
tle darker than the Brahma, and we 
think quite as heavy, though not look- 
ing so large. 


Where tha demand is, as it is in New 


York market, for a white shelled egg, 
it will be found that the White Leg- 
horns are white enough and probably 
as large as the eggs of larger breeds. 
The Minorcns are also very white, but 
such as we, have seen were not large. 
In this respect they do not seem to be 
equal to the Black Spanish. We do not 
consider that cohr of the shell is any 
indication of the quality of the egg, 
but where one is in the business for 
profit in eggs, like many other things, 
it is less trouble to produce what the 
market calls for than to convince the 
buyers lhat they want just what yon 
have to sell.—Massachusetts Plough- 
man. 


FORTIFYING PHILIPPINES. 


Southern Islnudors Prepare ForWar. 


Japanese IrgiMl to HrliiK Arms. 
Advices from Hakodate state that 


Captain Hakichi of the steamer Hokohn 
Maru. just returned from the Philip- 
pines to Victoria, B. C., reports that in 
the southern islands tho young Fili- 
pinos are coubtructing fortifications for 
emergencies. Every port is garrisoned 
by a thousand or so volunteers, whose 
weapons, however, are 
very crude, 


only about 20 per ctnt being armed 
with rifles (Remington). 


They are, however, full of patriot- 


ism and state that they will not yield 
to the Americans, though tho whole of 
the islands are destroyed. 


The llokohu Maru was warmly wel- 


comed by the Filipinos, who consider 
tho Japanese of a kindred race and 
hoped for assistance from them. 
The 


Filipinos were prepared to pay for 
arms and ammunition and said the 
Japanese vessels visiting the islands 
with arms could take return cargoes of 
hemp. Captain Sakichi says ho only 
sold tfee insurgents two revolvers and 
tha cook's knives. 


Cut rioter ami Clover Men.lt 


Two things have latterly come into 


poultry keeping commercially that old 
fanciers hardly recognized the worth 
of—namely, clover meal, or cut clover, 
and that chickens are carnivorous rath- 
er than grain eaters; that thty must 
have meat if they are to make eggs. 
Clover meal ha? been in tho market only 
a little while, but is being very general- 
ly used. For young chicks and for lay- 
ing hens it is generally accounted a 
profitable part of the ration. Mixed 
with the sand on the floor of the brood- 
eis is one way of using it. 
Another ia 


to soak it, make a tea of it and then 
thicken with meal until all of the mois- 
ture is absorbed; or, soaked in water 
and squeezed dry, using the tea for mix- 
ing a cake of meal baked several hour? 
in a slow oven; or, with those who do 
not believe in the mixed food, the cake 
and the like, the clover tea is given the 
chicks for their drink. 


Practice proves it that the percentage 


of loss is less in yards when the chicks 
are fed on tho uncorked grain, on oat- 
meal, the sittings of the table cornmeal, 
cracked corn, wheat and the like from 
the beginning.—Philadelphia Ledger.

in the Philippines. 
Certain kinds ma- 


ture early, producing a crop within 
three months of planting. By planting 
alternately an early and a late variety 
the thrifty Filipinos get in two crops 
a year. The average production of the 
islands is 30,000,000 bushels, and yet 
it is necessary to import millions of 
bushels more,«ys the Chicago Tribune. 
With a production of?98,000,000 pounds 
of sweet potatoes, 4,230,000 bushels of 
wh^t, besides vegetables and fruits in 
abundance, it is a mystery to the agri- 
cultural department why the Philip- 
pines need to supplement their food 
supply by importations.

Dry Soil For Henhouses, 


No matter what kind of floor the 


henhouse has it should have a covering 
early in fall of dry loam, so as to re- 
ceive and hold tho excrement as it falls 
from the biids on the roost. 
It should 


bo deep enough so that with a garden 
rake tho excrement and soil may be 
mixed together, thus keeping' a clean 
and sweet surface. In this way, as tho 
manure, decomposes, all the ammonia is 
absorbed by the soil, and a very valua- 
ble manure is made. It is well, while 
the weather is fine, to secure several 
barrels of this dry dust so as to use suc- 
cessively during the winter. 
Ordinary 


road dust is best, taking care not to get 
stones with it, and selecting the dust 
from much traveled roads, where there 
will be more or less horse excrement 
mixed with it. Cared for thus, most 
of the hen manure will be in spring a 
fine, dry powder mixed with road dust. 
13y adding potash and phosphate to this 
mixture it will be made one of the 
most effective fertilizers for any kind 
of crop. It is an especially good manure 
to drop in hills of corn or potatoes, 
mixing it with the soil so as to fertilize 
the whole.

Slates, but also to Spain, returned to 
New York Ihe other day on the St. 
I.ouis from his lirst visit to the court 
in .Madrid, lie was met at the pier by 
Chung Pao list, the Chinese consul at 
Xew York, and was drUen to the Chi- 
nese consulate at 20 \Ve;;t Ninth street, 
where he had luncheon with the consul 
and several members of the Chinese le- 
gation at Washington, who had come 
on to welcome him back to America. 


The minister speaks English fluently 


and surprised some of his hearers at 
the consulate by his keen observation 
of manners and customs. 
When asked 


by a representative of the New York 
Sun how tho Spanish people were tak- 
ing their defeal, he said: "Speaking un- 
officially and only as a quiet observer 
of Ihe people while in Spain, 1 should 
say that the Spanish people fully real- 
ize Ihe mistake they made In getting 
into a war with the United States. 
They are becoming reconciled to Ihe 
new conditions, and the more intelli- 
gent class are taking the matter philo- 
sophically, feeling that in having made 
the best defense possible in the circum- 
stances Spain had maintained her na- 
tional honor." 


'•Do the Spaniards think that it will 


take the United Stales long to sup- 
press the iusurrecliou iu the Philip- 
pines'.'" was asked. 


"That is slill a lender question with 


many of the Spanish people. They do 
not wish to predict trouble for Hi 
t'nilod Stales. 
But tho Inability of 


(he Spanish army in Ihe Philippines to 
captir.-e Aguinaldo's forces leads many 
Spaniards to believe that the United 
Slates has enlered upon just as diffi- 
cult an undertaking as Spain had on 
her hands at the close of the war. 
Others, who' seem to appreciate tho 
greater capacity of the United States 
for succeeding in any military under- 
taking, predict that it will be easier for 
Ihe United States to restore order and 
tranquillity in the Philippine Islands 
(ban it would have been for Spain to 
have quelled the insurrection. But, as 
I said, it is a delicate question, and in 
official circles in Spain the matter was 
not discussed with me. One evidence 
of the philosophical manner in which 
the Spanish people are accommodating 
themselves mentally to the new state 
of afi'aiis is the respect with which 
Americans are now treated every- 
where in Spain. There is no such feel- 
ing iu Madrid against Americans to- 
day as there was during and at the 
close of the war. 
Tho fairness with 


which the Spanish prisoners, from Ad- 
miral Cervera down, wore treated by 
the United Slates authorities is largely 
responsible for this return of good feel- 
ing. 
The soldiers, as they spread 


among their people, told of their treat- 
ment, and it had a wholesome effect 
with those who formerly thought that 
(ho Americans, if victorious, would 
show little mercy." 


Minister Wu said that it was his first 


visit to Madrid, lie would have gouo 
last year to pie-sent his credentials to 
the queen regent, but when the war 
broke out he thought the time inappro- 
priate. 
Ilu sent a representative to 


take charge of Chinese interests in 
Spain. 
The minister said that he 


would not visit Spain every yoar un- 
less there should bo some necessity for 
his personal attendance at the court of 
Madrid. 


"China's interests with the United 


Slates are growing so rapidly," - con- 
tinned the minister, "that it will be 
necessary for mo to spend most of the 
time at* Washington. 
Americans are 


beginning to realize the great commer- 
cial value of a closer intercourse with 
China. The American trade in China 
is increasing faster in proportion than 
that of the English, as was attested by 
Lord 
Charles 
P>eresford 
recently. 


Now, the only thing which surprises 
me is lhat American tourists, who 
a'bound in all European capitals, do not 
go more frequently to the orient. 
I 


found iu the hotels iu London and 
Paris Americans who, year after year, 
taKe in the very same places in Eng- 
land, France, Germany and Italy. 
I 


asked them why, after having scon 
these same places so often, they do not 
for a change go to Japan or China, 
where the customs, the people and the 
civilization are so different. One wag 
from New York said, 'if all the Ameri- 
can tourists should go to China and 
Japan for a change the European ho- 
lds would have to close up.'
